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REPORT OF PRINCIPAL AND SCcHOOL IMPROVEMENT COUNCIL

Ambler Elementary is a K4 through Grade 5 elementary school nestled in the
foothills of the Blue Ridge Mountains. We served 255 students in the 2003-2004
school year.
